We 
have now news that Mexico is fitting out an 
expedition of troops in Acapulco for California, 
the expenses to be paid by two or three En- 
glish houses in Mexico, who, it is said, are res- 
ponsible for the pay for eighteen months. In 
December last, when General Micheltorens, 
was met in the [field by the Californians about 
haf way between Monterey and the Yerba Bu- 
ena, (San Francisco) he agreed to a treaty with 
the natives, obligating himself to sene out of 
California, within ninety days, all his soldiers. 
Senor Castro in the mean time to withdraw his 
forces to a mission, whose resources were pla- 
ced at his disposal, on the field. On the sign- 
ing of the treaty, the Californian agent of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company and bis clerk were 
present.
